(AP).—Two- 
thirds of the 36 states needed to 
erase the 
eighteenth am endm ent 
from the constitution were lined up 
today, W ashington following 23 oth ­ 
ers into the repeal column. 
None of the states which have 
voted favored retention of prohibi­ 
tion. 
Only one legislative district in 
rural eastern W ashington voted dry 
on the face of returns. 
The popular vote from 1,924 of the 
state's 2,682 precincts rolled up a 
th a t total of 316,000 wet ballots to 136,- 
359 cast for dry candidates. 
The 
state-wide total, however, had no 
bearing on the outcome as delegates 
were chosen by legislative districts 
and 
election 
arrangem ent

E are never safe in discounting influence. 
It is the one thing be­ 
queathed to us over which we have only a directing control. 
The influence of a m an s life often only starts at death. His acts and 
w ritten words may color the pages of history for centuries—perhaps long­ 
er! 
I have a friend who once told me th a t the reading of “Los M iser- 
ables.” by Victor Hugo, changed the whole course of his life. 
A great 
teacher’s influence extends far beyond the halls of his class-room. 
A 
physician’s influence upon his patient is often greater than th a t of a 
m inister or priest. 
The kindliness of m any a nurse in a hospital has gone out into the 
world to change the ways of many lives. I have in mind the single, sim ple 
act of a boy at a boys’ cam p, which so impressed a visitor th a t he e n ­ 
dowed a part of th a t cam p and thereby influenced the lives of thousands 
cf other boys. 
The influence of a great book is deathless.. W hich is but another way 
of stating th at a useful m an ’s life really never ends. 
We never know when our influence may count for most. It may be at 
a tim e we least expect it to am ount to anything. 
I have in mind the in ­ 
cident of two men who now are both famous and of tremendous influence 
in different parts of the world. But upon one storm y night the one asked 
a favor of the other—both of them unknown and struggling. Years later 
the men met—both th en great leaders. The incident was recalled—and 
both laughed! 
But som ething very great loomed behind in the m inds 
of both. 
A thousand influences are forever being woven about us. 
We m eet 
them everywhere. 
E verything we see and h ear influences us in some 
m anner, and every word we read ploughs a furrow in our brain! 
The story is told of a baby bora in Palestine somewhere in a m anger, 
som ething like 2,000 years ago. Little is recorded of his life, outside the 
m erest facts of birth and early training. No single book was left as a u ­ 
thoritatively his—yet th e m ere fragments of his teaching, as recorded by 
a few' writers in the New Testam ent, have had a greater influence upon 
hum an action and conduct than all th at h as been w ritten by all th e 
greatest. 
A chance rem ark, a t the right moment, has often changed the entire 
course of a hum an life! 
We should have great respect for this p er­ 
sonal influence of ours.
